There 


is need for immediate concern, however, about the possi- 
bility of a long, hot, water-consuming summer, 

The pond is not at a critical level, but it can get that 
way if nature’s relief proves inadequate. Right now it is 
taking close to an average of 2.50 million gallons of 
water a day to meet the needs of our more than 20,000 
inhabitants. We go easy on it in winter, and put little 
Strain on the supply up through April. But from May on 
we are lavish water spenders, and herein lies the danger. 

When, on a breezeless, muggy day, water use peaks at 
more than five million gallons, as it did one day last 
summer, the problem of water becomes one of pressure, 
We are not going to run out of water for drinking and 
eating and bathing, but we can drain wells and the pond 
to a point that they would be incapable of supplying the 


push needed to wet down a 


roaring fire. This is a fact, 


not a remote possibility, and one that warrants some in- 


dividual conservation action. 


Prudent use of our conveniences could multiply to 
make the difference between the need for water restric- 
tions and water freedom this summer. The superintendent 
in charge thinks so. It isn’t the water we drink, but what 
runs down the drain while we clear the pipes to get a cool 
one, that bothers him. It isn’t the sprinkler that greens 
the grass, but the one that sprays the asphalt and rushes 
rivulets into the catch basin that he regards with a wary 
eye. And it is the ill-timed, concentrated use of big water 
consuming equipment (particularly through the late after- 
noon and early evening) that ruins the pressure. 


If, in the coming weeks, 


we can flip faucets to run 


garbage disposals and washers and showers and 
sprinklers with some forethought about when and how 
much, we can accumulate gallons of prevention. Nature 
may also cooperate, but why gamble?

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Three Scholarship Plans 
Offered By Commonwealth 


Application forms for the various 
types of scholarships offered by 
the Commonwealth are now avail- 
able at all secondary schools, 
accredited colleges, universities 
and nursing schools in the state 
according to the Massachusetts 
Scholarship Boards, 

Students who wish to be con- 
sidered for 1965-66 scholarship 
aid must have their application 
in to the boards by May 15, 

Three types of programs are 
available which offer financial as- 
sistance in the form of grants to 
needy and academically worthy 
students, domiciled in Massachu- 
setts, 

The Board of Educational As- 
sistance helps students who plan 
to attend, or who are currently 
enrolled in an accredited under- 
graduate college from Freshman 
year through Senior Commence- 
ment, Students just entering such 
colleges must have taken the Col- 
lege Entrance Examination Board 
test (S.A,T,) and must have been 
accepted by the college of their 
choice, Upperclassmen must be in 
acceptable academic standing, 
This Board also assists students 
who have completed their under- 
graduate studies and are working 
for Masters or Ph.D, degrees, 
Students enrolled at the University 
of Massachusetts should contact 
the Director of Financial Aid for 
assistance, since this Board is not 
authorized to help them, 

This board was created by the 
Massachusetts Legislature in1958 
and awards have been granted 
every year since then, For the 


academic year 1964-1965, scho- 
larships totaling $400,006 were 
awarded to 1,530 students, These 
awards are renewable for nomore 
than four years, 

In 1963, the Massachusetts Le- 
gislature created an additional 
scholarship program which 
authorizes the board to grant $300 
per year to an undergraduate stu- 
dent who is planning to teach men- 
tally retarded children, 

Such students may attend any 
accredited college offering a spe- 
cial education curriculum except 
the State College at Fitchburg, 
Students enrolled in the special 
education curriculum at that 
college should contact the director 
of financial aid conce rning 
financial assistance, Massachu-

-freshman applicants must have 


taken one of the respective en- 
trance examinations, and they must 
have been accepted by the institu- 
tion of their choice, Applicants 
for these grants must have been 
domiciled in Massachusetts at 
least four years prior to the 
acceptance of an award, 

The Medical, Dental and Nursing 
Scholarship Board was created 
by the Massachusetts Legislature 
in 1958 and awards have been 
granted every year since then, 
For the academic year 1964-1965, 
scholarships totaling $150,000 
were granted to 275 medical and 
dental students and to almost four 
hundred nursing students, These 
awards are renewable for nomore 
than five years,

School Board Changes 
Pay Schedule Policy 


The School Committee voted 
Tuesday to eliminate sub-com-~ 
mittee action in future prepara- 
tions of salary schedules and put 
the responsibility for development 
and recommendation of a pay plan 
upon Supt. Edward I, Erickson, 

Adopted as policy was a state~- 
ment prepared by Committee- 
woman Barbara Moody which 
proposed such a change in proce= 
dure, Mrs, Moody was a member 
of the sub-committee which 
prepared a schedule adopted 
earlier this year over the protests 
of teachers and in conflict with 
the superintendent’s request for 
a $500 across the board increase, 

The Committee also approved 
another Moody suggestion, and 
will go on record with the state 
legislature as favoring legislation 
to provide communities with a 
greater contribution from state 
funds for education, The vote was 
not in support of any one of the 
three money bills now pending 
because Mrs. Moody said she ex- 
pects a compromise measure to be 
drafted and felt it was better not 
to tie approval to one specific 
measure, The Committee did, how= 
ever, vote to notify the legislature 
that it opposed Section 68 of H. 
3354 which they see as a restric- 
tion upon the fiscal independence of 
school committees, 

Supt, Erickson reportedly favor- 
ably on the provisions of Senate 
Bill 104 which incorporates pro- 
posals of the Massachusetts Edu- 
cation Conference Board and gave 
blank petitions to members of the 
committee and visiting represen- 
tatives of the League of Women 
Voters and Taxpayers Assoc., 
hopefully for circulation, 

At the lengthy session, the Com= 
mittee also put itself on record 
as being ready to supply funds for 
the addition of either Spanish or 
German or both to the language 
program in September ifa present 
survey indicates sufficient student 
interest. 

There to report on high school 
programs, Principal Philip Worm- 
wood said that a ninth-grade poll, 
one-third completed shows that 15 
students are interested in Spanish 
and seven in German, Twelve 10th 
grade students would like Spanish 
as a second language, and one, 
German, The survey for thisclass 
is complete, Wormwood said, 

The principal is to report back 
by the end of the school year both 
on the survey results and his final 
thinking about immediate addition 
of one or two more languages to 
the curriculum, He indicated at the 
meeting that he did not favor 
starting two such courses in one 
year, 

It came out in a discussion of 
plans for handling sixty additional 
students at the high school next 
fall that school administrators 
have all but agreed to add one-half 
hour to the secondary school 
schedule effective with the fall 
term, Supt. Erickson said this 
move would be finalized in an 
administrator’s meeting Friday. 

Members of the committee went 
over the advantages and disadvant~ 
ages of using this added time to 
lenghten the classroom period 
(which the administrators favor) 
as opposed to the creation of an 
extra period which some felt would 
permit more flexibility in 
scheduling and cut down onthe need 
for compacting - creating larger 
classes to compensate for the lack 
of space to conduct sessions of 
the recommended size, 

Accepted were the following re- 
signations: Frances Niebergall, 


art teacher; Mary Silke, art 
teacher; Leonore Labounty, West 
School; Joan Pollock, Junior High 
School; and Rosemary Harrington, 
South School, 

Members extended Music Direc~ 
tor’s leave of absence to the end 
of the school year, It was to have 
expired May 1.
